MamhaH Succeeds Johnson 
U nder the 1947 unification law, 
an officer who has served In the 
arm ed forces w ithin th e past 10 
years is ineligible to become Secre­ 
tary of Defense. 
T he clause was originally w ritten 
to safeguard civilian control over 
national defense and prevent a m ili­ 
tary dictatorship. 
However, m ost Congress m em bers 
agreed th a t M arshall, w ith his re­ 
cord as a form er secretary of state, 
ranks high in the category of civil­ 
ian-statesm en as well as being a 
great m ilitary leader.

W illiam R. MacLeod. 37. pleaded 
guilty to illegal practice of m edicine 
after he was tracked down and in ­ 
vestigated for a lesser offense — 
not m aking paym ents on an au to ­ 
mobile. 
A C anadian who never had any 
more 
education 
th an 
elem entary 
school in Brownsville, Me., and high 
school in Quebec, MacLeod had been 
a railw ay clerk and held other odd 
jobs before he entered the U. S. 
Army in 1941. 
Becoming a private, first class, In 
the Army Medical Corps he spent 
his spare 
tim e 
reading 
medical 
books. A fter leaving the Army in 
1945, he decided he was ready to 
practice. 
W ith forged diplom as from two 
European m edical schools, MacLeod 
got him self registered w ith a recog­ 
nized m edical agency here. 
He got his first job a t Brooklyn 
W om en’s H ospital, w here he deliver­ 
ed a total of 475 babies.

0 0 0 in sw eepstakes tickets based on 
the running Dec. 26 of th e C hrist­ 
m as tw o-year-old stakes race a t 
K nutsford Park, K ingston, Jam aica. 
B.W.I., had been printed by a Miami, 
Fla., printing concern and shipped 
to distributors in C anada, New York, 
C alifornia, Ohio, Texas, Pennsyl­ 
vania and M aryland. 
Special FB I agent* in M iami yes­ 
terday seized from a printing con­ 
cern. which was not identified, lot­ 
tery tickets having a face value of 
$450,000, Hoover said. At M iami the 
firm was identified as th e F ranklin 
Press. 
Plates from which

were m ade were seized. Hoover said, 
and th e arrests of persons h e de­ 
scribed as “world agents” and “ex­ 
clusive agents” for tickets sales in 
several states followed today.

Meon What You Say 
A n d Say What You Mean 


This year’s congressional election is likely to be 
decided on the basis of what the American electorate 
thinks about the Korean War. Every politician realize* 
that this is true—that domestic Issues will play a 
subordinate part—-and the argument over who Is to 
blame for what has already begun. 
It will go on and on because it Is Inevitable and 
because almost any number of questions can be listed 
under the general heading. 
Before It becomes too Involved and too confused, 
however, there may he a chance to point out some 
lessons that the United States must learn in order 
lo play this game of power politics in which it Is 
nvolved on a global scale. 
One of these lessons is that any nation taking a 
band in this game needs to know what it wants and 
lust how specific problems fit into the general frame- 
rork of its policy. It must not try to do more than 
ft can. And it must make its intentions clear. To say 
;hat its aim is peace and that it supports the United 
Nations is not enough to avert such situations as the 
me in Korea. 
For the truth Is that the average American did 
not realize that this country would fight to defend 
South Korea until the North Korean army had moved 
icross the Thirty-eighth Parallel. Earlier this year, 
vhen the whole question of U. S. policy in the Far 
East was under hot discussion. Secretary Acheson said 
ihat Japan, Okinawa and the Philippines were vital 
•x> U. S. security. The Inference was that Formosa 
gas not. and he did not mention Korea. 
If Washington had known wThat it meant to do, 
nreparations could have been made to stop the war 
quickly should it come. If there had been less vac­ 
illation in Washington, Russia might not have pre­ 
cipitated the attack. If the government knew Its own 
mind, and failed to reveal it, that was as bad as not 
snowing its m ind. 
It is the business of the party In power to think 
:hese things through. But what Americans need to 
•eallze, whether they hold official positions or not, 
tan be put in some well-worn words: 
The nation 
nu.st learn to mean what it says, and to say what 
t means.

fhe Virus A nd The Ion 


The advent of the atomic age and the rapid 
advance In radio and its related fields in the last few 
years have added some strange words to the reading 
vocabulary of the layman. He has learned to recognize 
such terms as electron, proton, neutron, ion, fission, 
fusion and confusion. The last named was already 
well known, but such a significant, addition has been 
made lately that it is worth mentioning in any list 
of the terms of the atomic era. 
Now some scientists have notions of fooling 
around with the Ions and such in the human body. 
The medical sciences also have put some new words 
before the public in the last few years, and one of the 
most arresting of these Is virus. We are told that 
viruses cause poliomyelitis, influenza, one kind of 
pneumonia, measles, mumps, and maybe the common 
cold. Prof. Theodore T. Puck, of the University of 
Colorado Medical Center, reports that he has dis­ 
covered a relation between the activity of a virus and 
the behavior of ions, which are particles of matter 
carrying an electric charge. Certain kinds of ions are 
necessary to the attack of a virus on body cells, other 
kinds of ions can prevent it. This is only a frag­ 
mentary beginning, yet even by belittling It Puck 
suggests the idea that someday ions might be used 
to ward off virus diseases. 
There is an immediate and sore temptation to tell 
the professor that he can mess around in his labora­ 
tory to his heart’s content, but should leave our per­ 
sonal ions alone. But if he can find a way to guard 
us from a cold in the head, come January, he is more 
than welcome to our ions. 


Still Punching 


What has been happening in Korea for more than 
k week has provided a strong antidote to any easy 
optimism. A front that was supposed to have been 
stabilized has been shot through with holes by 
ferocious North Korean drives. An enemy who was 
supposed to have only one punch left has mustered 
the manpower and armor to mount the greatest 
offensive of the war and is now' regrouping his forces 
for still another drive. 
It Is encouraging to find high-ranking U. S. 
officers in Korea and in Tokyo still showing guarded 
optimism about the ability of the American line to 
hold despite these latest reverses. They should be in 
the best position to know the facts of the situation. 
But it is obvious that, though hostilities do not 
spread beyond Korea, the U. S. still has a long, hard 
and bloody fight ahead on that peninsula. 
After 
almost three months of fighting, U. S. forces still are 
on the defensive, and have all but run out of terrain. 
The North Koreans still have enough pow’er to blast 
deep breaches in MacArthur’s lines. U. S. forces need 
many more men and weapons before they can begin 
a counter-offensive. 
There Is also the constant danger that the Rus­ 
sians may start a war on another front while most 
of this nation’s combat strength is tied up in Korea. 


Rearming The Germans 


The West German Federal Republic will not be 
an unarmed state much longer. Soon it will receive 
permission from the occupying powers to create and 
possess military strength. Just how this is to be 
done is still to be determined—but the decision to do 
it can be considered as made. 
John J. McCloy, U. S. High Commissioner for 
G erm any, has been in consultation with high govern­ 
m ent officials in Washington. McCloy has been stress­ 
ing the danger inherent in the so-called police forces 
th e R ussians are building in East Germany. He has 
been urging steps to counter this threat. 
Figures on the size of the East German forces 
vary som ew hat. McCloy estimates there are 100,000 
m en in the “police” and perhaps 50,000 in the “alert” 
u n its now being trained in the use- of heavy weapons. 
Some inform ed guesses are higher. But McCloy’s figures 
a re high enough to cause concern. They indicate that 
Russia has plans to make Germany into another Korea. 
In the face of that potential peril, Allied policy 
toward Germany is undergoing rapid changes.

Measles often descends upon a 
community in epidemic proportions 
and in New York City, for ex­ 
ample, this is likely to take place 
on the even ye.irs. In addition, the 
ailment is more prevalent In cold 
weather and, if It. follows its usual 
course, reaches ebb tide in Septem­ 
ber. Transmission occurs through 
direct contact with any one who is 
ill. The air surrounding the victim 
Is contagious, more so if the child 
has been coughing. The bedcloth- 
Ing and dishes also carry the virus 
but the organisms do not live long 
in the open air. As a result, it is 
virtually Impassible for a third party 
to acquire the disease from one 
who has visited a patient In the 
hospital or the home across the 
street. 
Symptoms vary considerably but 
in a case that is running true to 
form fever develops on the tenth 
day after exposure. T ils Is the first 
sign of the malady and most mot h­ 
ers think ihe little one is coming 
down with a cold. Twelve hours 
later, the eyes become Inflamed and 
irritated and 12 hours from then 
nasal catarrh appears. These are 
not necessarily clews that measles 
Is In the making and at this stag* 
there At 1)1 la every leuaon to lie- 
lleve that a cold Is responsible. 
The physician, however, will look 
along the Inside of the cheeks, op­ 
posite the first molars, for Koplik’s 
spots: tiny light dots surrounded 
by small red Inflamed halos. These 
lesions occur only In measles and 
develop from 36 to 48 hours ahead of 
the skin rash. All physicians look 
for them because, when discovered, 
the youngster can be isolated a day 
or two ahead of time. This means 
less contact for the child 
and 
fewer cases In the neighborhood. 


The rash comes last and, when 
ft arises on schedule, usually makes 
it debut 14 days after the initial 
exposure. The eruption begins on 
the face and frequently behind the 
ears and spreads in a downward 
direction; by the third day the en­ 
tire body is covered. The lesions 
fade in the order of their appear­ 
ance and, as a rule, are gone with­ 
in five days. 
When recovery begins, it often 
proceeds rapidly. A father may bid 
goodbye to his ailing son or daugh­ 
ter in the morning w'hen he leaves 
for work; on his return home at 
dinnertime the tot virtually will be 
cured. 
The 
temperature 
drops, 
catarrh begins to clear up, the mis­ 
erable feelings disappear, and ap­ 
petite returns. The older the child, 
the better the outlook. For this rea­ 
son. gamma globulin generally is 
reserved for younger members of 
the family. This serum may not 
prevent the disease but will lighten 
its course.

WASHINGTON.— Sometimes the 
President's off-the-record remarks 
that never reach the papers are his 
best. 
Those present thought this 
was the case when Tin man address­ 
ed the joint session of the AFL-OIO 
lost week. 
Speaking without notes and ob­ 
viously straight from the heart, the 
President made a plea for tolerance 
in wartime. 
To a considerable extent is was a 
historical speech. The President re­ 
viewed the different periods of hys­ 
teria which have gripped the coun­ 
try—the Alien and Sedition Act in 
the early days of the republic, the 
Know-Nothing party, and Ku Klux 
Klanlsm. 
He pointed out that the Know-

Mason. The Klan, he recalled, was 
first against the negro; then when 
revived in the 1920’s, against the 
Jew and the Catholic. 
These were evidences of intoler­ 
ance which did not truly represent 
the American people, he said, and 
he was absolutely confident that the 
good judgment of the American 
people would always win out. 
The President did not mention the 
Mundt-Nixon Bill or the McCarran 
Bill, but it was obvious he had them 
in mind. For he referred to Con­ 
gressional witch-hunters who wave 
the American Flag while persecuting 
alien immigrants and trampling on 
the rights of loyal Americans. 
“This is the raw material of total­ 
itarianism,” he said. 
While fighting the intolerance of 
totalitarianism, he emphasized, we 
must not take on the methods of 
totalitarianism. Recalling that to­ 
talitarian regimes had persecuted 
labor unions, religious groups and 
fraternal organizations, he pointed 
out that under the Alien and Sedi­ 
tion Act, naturalized citizens hardly 
dared say anything in public about 
the government for fear of being 
thrown in jail, and this, he inferred, 
might 
also 
happen 
under 
the 
Mundt-Nixon and McCarran bills.

Net result 
was that no love was 
lost between Mr. Truman 
and the 
Marine Corps commander; so that 
the president—who has a long mem­ 
ory for those who ever crass him— 
was not anxious to eat crow last 
week. 
When General Cates was called 
to the White House, therefore, he 
got a formal though polite greeting. 
Speaking a little stiffly, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief told the Marine . 
Corps commander that he was mak­ 
ing a public apology to the Marines 
“for the good of the country” and 
the war effort. He added that he 
had been too hasty and'' his words 
were too strong. 
However, he felt that there were 
some grounds for his reference to 
the Marines’ propaganda activities. 
As an instance, he cited the terrific 
pressure he was getting to give the 
Marines a voice on the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.

Farewell To The Battalion

TOKYO. 
NE of the odder rules of war 
seems to be that all the good 
people are at the front and 
all the odious people are at 
higher headquarters. Besides the 
gratitude of the civilian to the fight­ 
ing man, the observer also feels 
curiously grateful to the men in the 
lines for their unvarying hospital­ 
ity. On leaving Korea for a few 
days, this reporter therefore pro­ 
poses to write a sort of bread and 
butter letter to the members of the 
1st Battalion of the 27th Infantry 
Regiment, w'ho were his hosts for 
some time when they were brilliant­ 
ly winding up a very tough job. 
W hat makes a good battalion, is 
the letter’s theme. Wherein lies the 
secret of such a fighting team? “In 
the men themselves,” is the obvious 
first part of the answer. 
In the 1st Battalion, there is, for 
example, Capt. Logan E. Weston, 
nowr wounded, but lately commander 
of Able Company. When Able Com­ 
pany was attacked by a heavy force 
of night-infiltrating enemy infantry, 
Weston rallied his men. He rushed 
tw’o enemy machine guns single- 
handed and'destroyed them with 
grenades. Although sorely hit, he 
continued to command the fight 
until ammunition ran short. Under 
heavy fire, he sought the ammuni­ 
tion bearer. Wounded again, he 
plunged back into the struggle. And 
only when the enemy fled at last, 
did he collapse from loss of blood. 
Scores Of Others 
Or there is Cpl. Arthur Prater, 
who got the Silver Star in the bat­ 


talion’s first action for carrying 
rations and water to a company 
that was cut off. Prater has bad feet, 
but prefers staying with the outfit 
to accepting a medical discharge. 
Or there is Acting Supply Sgt. Clur- 
ion Grigsby, w-ho drove into the 
middle o' an enemy armored column 
when he was bringing equipment 
from the rear. Grigsby seized a 
bazooka, leaped from his weapons 
carrier and got a North Korean 
tank at ten yards range. 
Or there are many scores of 
others, in this small outfit of a few 
hundred, wrho are not so very dif­ 
ferent from those who have been 
named. At first, these men of the 
1st Battalion impress you as indi­ 
viduals, 
some 
clever, 
some 
less 
clever, some mature, some incredibly 
young, but almost all lean, hard, 
good 
tempered 
and 
businesslike 
about their task of fighting. Then, 
as you listen to the talk among 
them, you are struck by the way 
that shared experience knits them 
together. 
Of experience also, the 1st Bat­ 
talion has had a generous helping 
in only six short weeks. On that 
first day on the Waegwan front, 
when Prater got his decoration, the 
battalion was attacked by no less 
than 2,000 enemy infantry, moving 
forward 
in 
columns 
behind 
six 
tanks. Baker Company’s position 
was utterly overrun. The lead tank 
was halted almast at the entrance 
of the battalion command post. 
But the battalion stood firm and 
shot it out until the North Koreans 
ran; 
then 
rapidly regrouped 
to

Chile paid an official visit to the 
U.S.A. A go»d part of Washington 
turned out, plus President Truman 
and all the Cabinet to greet the 
head of the neighbor nation which 
had ImntirU roinmunlftitl and was 
considered one of the best demo­ 
cratic friends of the United States. 
President Videla did not ask for 
anything when he came to Wash­ 
ington, He did not need to.

All during the war, because we 
needed copper badly, this tax was 
held In abeyance, since what It actu­ 
ally amounted to was a penalty 
against the American people and the 
U.S. Army-Navy. 
Shortly after President Videla had 
gone back to Chile, however, Con­ 
gress literally slapped him in the 
face by restoring the tax against 
copper. Reverberations from below 
the Rip Grande were painful and 
quite serious. • 
Since then the House of Represen­ 
tatives has voted to suspend the tax; 
but, despite repeated urging by Pres­ 
ident Truman, the Senate has not. 
A handful of Rocky Mountain 
senators from copper areas is the 
reason why. Senators Hayden and 
McFarland of Arizona, where the 
Phelps Dodge copper mines are lo­ 
cated, have led this bloc, and so 
far have been successful in stymie­ 
ing about 80 other senators, plus the 
House of Representatives. Most in­ 
teresting of all, however, Is the fact 
that Sen. Tom Connally, who has 
made speech after speech champion­ 
ing the good neighbor policy, in this 
case has voted the other way. 
NOTE—Unfortunate fact is that 
Latin Americans who don't under­ 
stand the intricacies of our legisla­ 
tive system and think that Truman 
should be able to control Congress, 
consider the copper tax a slapdown 
by the entire United States.

For the question of rearming Ger­ 
many revives the age-old fears of 
Uie Russians concerning a strong 
standing army in Germany which 
could invade their territory. Fear of 
Germany wa* basic in the first al­ 
liance that Btulin made with Hitler 
in 1939 and fear of the restoration 
of German miytary power Is prob 
ably to no small extent responsible 
for the buffer-state complex of the 
Soviets which has led to the infil­ 
tration of the Balkan countries im­ 
mediately adjacent to Soviet Russia. 
Military men here have speculated 
from time to time on the reasons 
why Moscow has been so anxious to 
control Eastern Germany as well as 
Poland and why she has felt that 
the governments of Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Rumania and Bulgarin 
muat be under Soviet control. A <1c 
fen.se 
psychology 
is 
historically 
strong in Russian military planning. 
Momentous Development Possible 
For these reasons, the world may 
witness a momentous development 
when a policy Is finally agreed upon 
by the United Htaterj, France and 
Great Britain with respect to Ger­ 
man rearmament. It could be, on 
the one hand, a provocation to early 
military action by the Soviets in the 
event that they come to believe they 
must act now to overrun Europe be­ 
fore It la too late. It could, on the 
other hand, be the very leverage 
which would force an over-all agree­ 
ment on world problems between the 
East and the West. 
The North Atlantic Fact and the 
military assistance agreement are 
to the Russians mere blueprints that 
may never be effectively translated 
into standing armies. The rearming 
of Germany, howrever, is a concrete 
step. It could bring a climax in 
world affairs. 
The French attitude toward re­ 
arming Germany has been negative 
because of the very same kind of 
fear that has been manifested by 
the Russians. Indeed, France and 
Russia were allies for many years 
because they had a common prob­ 
lem 
frar of < let many’s military 
jeiwnr. 
Many plans have been suggested 
as a compromise so as to take care 
of the apprehensions of the French. 
One plan calls for a German army 
which would be intergrated into an 
allied force and would have top-

rearm ed G erm any or a sovietized 
G erm any. For if th e G erm ans a rt 
unable to defend themselves, the

will 
occupy 
the 
country and 
t.he allies 
will 
find 
them selves driven from all of the 
continent w ith th e possible exception 
of Spain, where m ilitary men say 
the Pyrennes m ountains would pro­ 
vide an effective barrier against in ­ 
vaders. 
T he real answer lie* In w hat kind 
of governm ent G erm any Is to have 
and w hether the allies are going to 
nu rtu re a real republican G erm any 
and give it the m oral and m aterial 
support which they failed to give m 
sim ilar effort on the part o f Get - 
m any in the early 1920’s. U ltim ately 
the G erm an people will have to be 
adm itted into the fam ily of nations. 
There is no reason why the G er­ 
m an nation cannot become a port of 
the free w orld, and unti m ilitaristic, 
too.

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Mean What You Say 
And Say What You Mean 


This year’s congressional election Is likely to be 
decided on the basis of what the American electorate 
thinks about the Korean War. Every politician realizes 
that this is true—that domestic issues will play a 
•inordinate part and the argument over who is to 
blame tor what has already begun. 
It will go on and on because it is inevitable and 
because almost any number of questions can be listed 
under the general heading. 
Before it becomes too involved and too confused, 
however, there may be a chance to point out some 
lessons that the United States must learn in order 
lo play this game of power politics in which it is 
evolved on a global scale. 
One of these lessons is that any nation taking a 
hand in this game needs to know what it wants and 
lust how specific problems fit into the general frame­ 
work of its policy. It must not try to do more than 
it can. And it must make its intentions clear. To say 
;hat Its aim is peace and that it supports the United 
Cations Is not enough to avert such situations as the 
me in Korea. 
For the truth is that the average American did 
lot realize that this country would fight to defend 
South Korea until the North Korean army had moved 
tcross the Thirty-eighth Parallel. Earlier this year, 
when the whole question of U. S. policy in the Far 
Cast was under hot discussion, Secretary Acheron said 
;hat, Japan. Okinawa and the Philippines were vital 
in U. S security. The inference was that Formosa 
was not. and he did not mention Korea. 
If Washington had known what it meant to do, 
^reparations could have been made to stop the war 
quickly should it come. Tf there had been less vac­ 
illation in Washington, Russia might not have pre- 
Mpitated the attack, lf the government knew its own 
Tilnd, and failed to reveal it, that was as bad as not 
snowing its mind. 
It is the business of the party In power to think 
:hese things through. But what Americans need to 
•cnlize, w h e th e r they hold official positions or n o t, 
tan be put in som e well-worn words: The nation 
Bust learn to mean what it says, and to say what 
t means. 


rfie Virus And The Ion 


Tile advent of the atomic age and the rapid 
advance in radio and its related fields In the last few 
years have added some strange words to the reading 
vocabulary of the layman. He has learned to recognize 
such terms as electron, proton, neutron, Ion, fission, 
fusion and confusion. The last named was already 
well known, but such a significant, addition has been 
made lately that it. Is worth mentioning in any list 
of the terms of the atomic era. 
Now some scientists have notions of fooling 
around with the ions and such in the human body. 
The medical sciences also have put some new words 
before the public in the last few years, and one of the 
most arresting of these is virus. We are told that 
viruses cause poliomyelitis, influenza, one kind of 
pneumonia, measles, mumps, and maybe the common 
cold. Prof. Theodore T. Puck, of the University of 
Colorado Medical Center, reports that he has dis­ 
covered a relation between the activity of a virus and 
the behavior of ions, which are particles of matter 
carrying an electric charge. Certain kinds of ions are 
necessary to the attack of a virus on body cells, other 
kinds of ions can prevent it. This is only a frag­ 
mentary beginning, yet even by belittling It Puck 
suggests the idea that someday ions might be used 
to ward off virus diseases. 
There is an immediate and sore temptation to tell 
the professor that he can mess around in his labora­ 
tory to his heart’s content, but should leave our per­ 
sonal ions alone. But if he can find a way to guard 
us from a cold in the head, come January, he is more 
than welcome to our ions. 


Still Punching 


What has been happening in Korea for more than 
t week has provided a strong antidote to any easy 
optimism. A front that was supposed to have been 
stabilized has been shot through with holes by 
ferocious North Korean drives. An enemy who was 
supposed to have only one punch left has mustered 
the manpower and armor to mount the greatest 
offensive of the war and is now regrouping his forces 
for still another drive. 
It is encouraging to find high-ranking U. S. 
officers in Korea and in Tokyo still showing guarded 
optimism about the ability of thp American line to 
hold despite these latest reverses. They should be in 
the best position to know7 the facts of the situation. 
But it is obvious that, though hostilities do not 
spread beyond Korea, the U. S. still has a long, hard 
and bloody fight ahead on that peninsula. 
After 
almost three months of fighting, U. S. forces still are 
on the defensive, and have all but run out of terrain. 
The North Koreans still have enough power to blast 
deep breaches in MacArthur^ lines. U. S. forces need 
many more men and weapons before they can begin 
a counter-offensive. 
There is also the constant danger that the Rus­ 
sians may start a war on another front while most 
of this nation’s combat strength is tied up in Korea.

Rearming The Germans 


The West German Federal Republic will not be 
an unarmed state much longer. Soon it will receive 
permission from the occupying powers to create and 
possess military strength. Just how7 this is to be 
done is still to be determined—but the decision to do 
it can be considered as made. 
John J. McCloy, U. S. High Commissioner for 
Germany, has been in consultation with high govern­ 
m e n t o fficials in Washington. McCloy has been stress­ 
ing "he d a n g e r inherent in the so-called police forces 
th e R u ssian s are building in East Germany. He has 
been u rg in g steps to counter this threat. 
F ig u res on the size of the East German forces 
v ary so m ew h at. McCloy estimates there are 100.000 
rn en In th e “police” and perhaps 50,000 in the “alert” 
u n its now being trained in the use. of heavy weapons. 
6 m e Inform ed guesses are higher. But McCloy’s figures 
a re h ig h en o u g h to cause concern. They indicate that 
R u ssia has plans to make Germany into another Korea. 
In the face of that potential peril, Allied policy 
toward Germany is undergoing rapid changes.

Measles often descends upon a 
com m unity in epidemic proportions 
and in New York City, for ex­ 
ample, this is likely to take place 
on the even ye.trs. In addition, the 
ailm ent Is more prevalent in cold 
w eather and, lf It follows Its usual 
course, reaches ebb tide in Septem ­ 
ber. Transm ission occurs through 
direct contact with any one who is 
ill. The air surrounding the victim 
is contagious, more so lf the child 
has been coughing. Tile bedcloth­ 
ing and dishes also carry the virus 
but the organism s do not live long 
in the open air. As a result, it is 
virtually impassible for a third party 
to acquire the disease from one 
who has visited a patient In th e 
hospital or the home across th# 
(street. 


Symptom s vary considerably but 
in a case th a t is running true to 
form fever develops on the ten th 
day after exposure. Til Is Is the first 
sign of the malady and most mot h ­ 
ers think the little one Is coming 
down with a cold. Twelve hours 
later, the eyes become inflam ed and 
irritated and 12 hours from then 
nasal catarrh appears. These are 
not necessarily clews that measles 
In in tho making and at this st aga 
th n c attn I* every lesson to l»o~ 
lieve th a t a cold lh responsible. 
T he physician, however, will look 
along the inside of the cheeks, op­ 
posite the first molars, for Koplik’s 
spots: tiny light dots surrounded 
by small red Inflamed halos. These 
lesions occur only In measles and 
develop from 36 to 48 hours ahead of 
the skin rash. All physicians look 
for them because, when discovered, 
the youngster can be isolated a day 
or two ahead of time. This m eans 
less 
contact 
for 
the 
child 
and 
fewer cases in the neighborhood. 


The rash comes last and, when 
ft arises on schedule, usually makes 
it debut 14 days after the initial 
exposure. The eruption begins on 
th e face and frequently behind the 
ears and spreads in a downward 
direction; by the third day the en­ 
tire body is covered. The lesions 
fade in the order of their appear­ 
ance and, as a rule, are gone w ith­ 
in five days. 
W hen recovery begins, it often 
proceeds rapidly. A father may bid 
goodbye to his ailing son or daugh­ 
ter in the m orning when he leaves 
for work; on his return home a t 
dinnertim e the tot virtually will be 
cured. 
The 
tem perature 
drops, 
catarrh begins to clear up, the m is­ 
erable feelings disappear, and ap­ 
petite returns. The older the child, 
th e better the outlook. For this rea­ 
son. gam m a globulin generally is 
reserved for younger members of 
the family. T his serum may not 
prevent the disease but will lighten 
its course.

HEMATURIA AFTER COLD 
C. R. writes: On three occasions 
when I caught cold I have had blood 
in the urine. It appears a t no other 
time. May I have your opinion? 


REPLY 
These are recurrent attacks of 
kidney infection, which have been 
precipitated by your colds. This sit­ 
uation is difficult to overcome unless 
jo u m ake every effort to prevent 
the development of respiratory in­ 
fections. If a long enough interval 
elapses between colds, the kidney 
disorder m ay have an opportunity 
to clear up.

W ASHINGTON. — Sometimes the 
P resident’s off-the-record rem arks 
th a t never reach the papers are his 
best. 
Those present thought this 
was the case when T rum an address­ 
ed t.)ir joint ftPftftton of I hr* A H ,-CIO 
lim! wrrk 
.Speaking without notes and ob­ 
viously straig h t from the heart, the 
President made a plea for tolerance 
in wartime. 
To a considerable extent is was a 
historical speech. H ie President re­ 
viewed the different periods of hys­ 
teria which have gripped the coun­ 
tr y - th e Alien and Sedition Act In 
th e early days of the republic, the 
Know-Nothing party, and Ku Klux 
Klanism . 
He pointed out th a t the Know- 
Nothing 
party 
had 
been 
an ti- 
Mason. T he K lan, he recalled, was 
first against th e negro; then when 
revived in th e 1920’s, against the 
Jew and the Catholic. 
These were evidences of intoler­ 
ance which did not truly represent 
the American people, he said, and 
he was absolutely confident th at the 
good judgm ent of 
the 
American 
people would always win out. 
The President did not m ention the 
M undt-N ixon Bill or the M cCarran 
Bill, but it was obvious he had them 
in mind. For he referred to Con­ 
gressional w itch-hunters who wave 
the American Flag while persecuting 
alien im m igrants and tram pling on 
the rights of loyal Americans. 
“This is the raw m aterial of total­ 
itarianism ,” he said. 
While fighting the intolerance of 
totalitarianism , he em phasized, we 
m ust not take on the m ethods of 
totalitarianism . Recalling th a t to­ 
talitarian regimes had persecuted 
labor unions, religious groups and 
fratern al organizations, he pointed 
out th a t under the Alien and Sedi­ 
tion Act, naturalized citizens hardly 
dared say anything in public about 
th e governm ent for fear of being 
throw n in jail, and this, he interred, 
m ight 
also 
happen 
under 
the 
M undt-N ixon and M cCarran bills.

ing privilege. He is Sen. H arry Byrd 
of Virginia. 
Some senators, however, including 
Dick Russell of Georgia, did not 
object to the idea of using their free 
m ailing privilege to send lobbying

for

ex-G erm an 
agent through the mails. 
Here a re ' interesting notes from 
th e letters of Homer Dodge, W ash­ 
ington representative, to his boss, 
Dr. Rumely, convicted of being an 
agent of the K aiser in World W ar I: 
“Senator Russell was very cordial 
and will frank the Richberg sta te ­ 
m ent if necessary. He would rath er 
not as he is up for election this 
year. 
He referred me to Senator 
Eastland <Mississippi) who also is 
up for election but who does not 
expect any labor votes and does not 
need any.

As an instance, he cited the terrific 
pressure he was getting to give the 
M arines a voice on the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.

Slapping a Good Neighbor 


Last spring flags along C onstitu­ 
tion Avenue read “Welcome G on­ 
zalez Videla!” as the President of 


Chile paid an official visit to the 
U.S.A. A good part of W ashington 
turned out, plus President T rum an 
and ail the Cabinet to greet the 
head of the neighbor nation which 
had bauno! communism and was 
coiteldciol otto of the best demo­ 
cratic friends of the United States. 
President Videla did not ask for 
anything when he came to W ash­ 
ington. He did not need to. For the 
S late D epartm ent has long known 
th a t what Chil* want* most la to 
have our 2 cent* per pound excise 
tax on copper held in abeyance. 
All during the war, because we 
needed copper badly, this tax was 
held In abeyance, ainee w hat It actu­ 
ally am ounted to was a penalty 
against the American people and the 
U.S. Army-Navy. 
Shortly after President Videla had 
gone back to Chile, however, Con­ 
gress literally slapped him in the 
face by restoring the tax against 
copper. Reverberations from below 
th e Rip G rande were painful and 
quite serious. * 
Since then the House of Represen­ 
tatives has voted to suspend the tax; 
but, despite repeated urging by Pres­ 
ident Trum an, the Senate has not. 
A handful of Rocky M ountain 
senators from copper areas is the 
reason why. Senators Hayden and 
M cFarland of Arizona, where the 
Phelps Dodge copper mines are lo­ 
cated, have led this bloc, and so 
fa r have been successful in stym ie­ 
ing about BO other senators, plus Hie 
House of Representatives. Most in­ 
teresting of all, however, is the fact 
th at Sen. Tom Connally, who has 
made speech after speech cham pion­ 
ing the good neighbor policy, in this 
case has voted the other way. 
NOTE—U nfortunate fact is th a t 
L atin Americans who don’t under­ 
stand the intricacies of our legisla­ 
tive system and think th at T rum an 
should be able to control Congress, 
consider the copper tax a slapdown 
by the entire U nited States.

NE of the odder rules of w ar 
seems to be th a t all the good 
people are at the front and 
all the odious people are a t

lines for their unvarying hospital­ 
ity. On leaving K orea for a few 
days, this reporter therefore pro­ 
poses to write a sort of bread and 
butter letter to the members of the 
1st B attalion of the 27th Infantry 
Regim ent, who were his hosts for 
some time when they were brilliant­ 
ly winding up a very tough job. 
W hat m akes a good battalion, is 
the letter’s them e. W herein lies the 
secret of such a fighting team ? "In 
the men themselves,” is the obvious 
first p art of the answer. 
In the 1st Battalion, there is. for 
example, Capt. Logan E. Weston, 
now wounded, but lately com m ander 
of Able Company.

m ediately adjacent to Soviet Russia. 
M ilitary men here have speculated 
from time to time on the reasons 
why Moscow has been so anxious to 
control Eastern G erm any as well as 
Poland and why she has felt th a t 
the governments of Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary,

must be under Soviet control A dr

is

strong rn Russian m ilitary planning. 
Momentous Development Possible 
For these reasons, the world may 
witness a momentous development 
when a policy I* finally agreed upon 
by the United Rf ates, France and 
O reat Britain with respect to G er­ 
m an rearm am ent. It could be. on 
the one hand, a provocation to early 
m ilitary action by th e Soviets in the 
event th a t they come to believe they 
m ust act now to overrun Europe be­ 
fore It is too late. It could, on the 
Other hand, be til* very leverage 
which would force an over-all agree­ 
m ent on world problems between the 
East and the West. 
T he N orth Atlantic Fact and the 
m ilitary assistance agreem ent are 
to the Russians mere blueprints th a t 
may never be effectively translated 
into standing armies. The rearm ing 
of Germ any, however, is a concrete 
step. I t could bring a climax in 
world affairs. 
Til* French attitude toward re­ 
arm ing Germ any lins bren negative 
because of the very same kind of 
fear th a t has been m anifested by 
the Russians. Indeed, France and 
Russia were allies for m anv years

T he real answer lie* in what kind 
of government G erm any is to have 
and w hether the allies are going to 
nurture a real republican G erm any 
and give it the moral and m aterial 
support W'hlch thev failed to give a 
sim ilar effort on tin* part of G er­ 
m any in the early 1920’s. Ultimately 
the G erm an people will have to bo 
adm itted into the family of nations. 
There Is no reason why the G er­ 
m an nation cannot beearn*’ a part of 
(lie fire world, and a n ti-m ilitaristic, 
too. But thin wilt not h*pi**n if til* 
G erm an nation is to be treated in ­ 
definitely as a vassal or as a tool

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Marshall’s Call To Defense Post 
Is Second Emergency Since War

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12—(/Pj— 
The selection of Gen. George C. 
Marshall as Secretary of Defense is 
the soldier-statesman’s second emer­ 
gency call to high office since he 
•ought retirement and rest after 


helping hammer out the victory of 
World War II. 
And the assignment would put the 
civilian high command in the hands 
of a man who has been combating 
communist aggression one way or 
another almost since the day he laid 


aside his Army uniform. 
The 69-year-old General of the 
Army, Chief of Staff in the last 
war, was first called out of retire­ 
ment to serve as Presidential envoy 
to China, trying to work out a set­ 
tlement of the political crisis which 
finally has brought nearly all the 
huge Oriental nation under Red 
domination. 
He moved from that assignment 
to the office of Secretary of State 
where he had much the same job of 
heading off communist encroach­ 


ment, on a world-wide scale. 
Ill health forced him out of the 
latter post and since his recovery 
after a serious operation his ‘•rest’' 
has consisted of supervising, as 
chairman, the tremendous activities 
of the American Red Cross. 
Quiet, soft-spoken and modest, 
Marshall has a friend and backer 
in almost every top level official 
and leading Congress member* in 
Washington. 
One of the most enthusiastic of 
these is President Truman, who has 


paid him high tribute for every 
public task he has performed in the 
war and since. 
The President ranked him “at the 
head of the great commanders of 
history for his services in the pre­ 
parations for 
and execution of 
World War II campaigns. 
In reluctantly releasing him from 
| the office of Secretary of State, Mr. 
Truman described Marshall as vir­ 
tually an “indispensable man” and 
told reporters he was “the outstand­ 
ing man of the war period.” 


One of the achievements of Mar­ 
shall’s administration as Secretary 
of State was the multi-billion dollar 
Marshall Plan for European Re­ 
covery, still going on. He first 
broached the idea in an address at 
Harvard University in 1947, shortly 
after his appointment to the Cabi­ 
net. 
That program, under the Econ­ 
omic Cooperation 
Administration, 
has become the central framework 
of democratic effort in the “cold 
war” now turned hot in Korea and 


threatening to burst into flame else­ 
where. 
He is credited with being one of 
the original advocates, if not the 
actual author, of the North Atlantic 
Pact in which the western world is 
being organized for defense against 
communist threat. 
Throughout his two years 
as 
Secretary of State, Marshall carried 
on and reinforced the “patient but 
firm” policy which his predecessor. 
James F. Byrnes had applied to 
Russia. 


He spoke out often against .us- 
sia’s hostile attitude and “bra>n” 
propaganda, describing them as he 
main obstacles to peace. 
He urged repeatedly that tis 
country must have the militar 
strength to put muscle into i 
diplomacy. For example he told th 
Senate Armed Services committei 
in 1948: 
“Diplomatic action, without the 
backing of military strength in the 
present world, can lead only to ap­ 
peasement.”

N EW BED FO R D , Ma-ft. — (A3 — I 
came here to gaze into my crystal 
ball and tell New Bedford what thej 
world w ill be like one hundred years; 
from now. 
The occasion was the burial on 
New Bedford Common of a time 
capsule, the second of its kind. Thei 


first lies fifty feet deep beneath the 
New York W orld’s Fair site, to be 
dug up in five thousand years— 
6940 Today’s comes up in 2050. one 
hundred years from now. 
The capsule is part of a week 
long celebration of the hundredth 
anniversary of 
(lie 
New 
Bedford 


Standard-Times. Among the con­ 
sents is a two hundred and twenty 
page anniversary edition, weighing 
tow and a half pounds. This edi­ 
tion is an example of everything in 
the news, from Trum an’s talk to 
the nation to the last major league 
scores, 'f'here is art, drama, music, 
history, politics, foreign news, obit­ 
uaries, 
finance 
and 
photography. 
There are more than two dozen 
documents recording 1950 activities. 
There are samples of breakfast 
foods. Dried 
milk, dried 
potatoes 
and powedered coffee. There Is a 


Bible but no whiskey. 
The capsule is a copper cylinder, 
made by a descendant of Paul R e­ 
vere. It is two and a half feet long, 
eight inches wide. 
In 2050, American cities w ill have 
atomic power plants underground, 
beneath 
beautiful 
landscaping. 
There will be no dust, smoke, fumes 
or smells. 
The threat of bombs will slowly! 
change the architecture and layout 
of American cities. The cities w ill1 
either stretch out like long matches 
or w ill be shaped like stars.

This year'a crmgreasioniU election la likely to he 
decided on the basis of what the American electorate 
thinks about the Korean War. Every politician realizes 
that this is true—that domestic issues will play a 
subordinate part—and the argument over who is to 
blame for what ha* already begun. 
It will go on and on because It is inevitable and 
because almost any number of questions can be listed 
under the general heading. 
Before It becomes too involved and too confused, 
however, there may ae a e.hance to point out some 
>*s*ons that the United States must learn in order 
lo play this game of power politics in which it is 
involved on a global scale. 
One of the.se lessons is that any nation taking a 
hand in this game needs to know what it wants and 
lust how specific problems fit into the general frame- 
rork of its policy. It must not try to do more than 
£ can. And it must make its intentions clear. To say 
•hat its aim is peace and that it supports the United 
Cations is not enough to avert such situations as the 
•ne in Korea. 
For the truth Is that the average American did 
sot realize that this country would fight to defend 
louth Korea until the North Korean army had moved 
icross the Thirty-eighth Parallel. Earlier this year,

Rearming The Germans 


The West German Federal Republic will not be 
an unarmed state much longer. Soon it will receive 
permission from the occupying powers to create and 
possess military strength. Just how this is to be 
done is still to be determined—but the decision to do 
It can be considered as made. 
John J. McCloy, U. S. High Commissioner for 
Germany, has been in consultation with high govern­ 
ment officials in Washington. McCloy has been stress­ 
ing the danger inherent in the so-called police forces 
the Russians are building in East Germany. He has 
been urging steps to counter this threat. 
Figures on the size of the East German forces 
vary somewhat. McCloy estimates there are 100.000 
In the “police” and perhaps 50,000 in the “alert” 
? now being trained in the use of heavy weapons, 
e Informed gue^es are higher. But McCloy’s figures 
nigh enough to cause concern. They indicate that 
da has plans to make Germany into another Korea. 
In *he face of that potential peril, Allied policy 
toward Germany Is undergoing rapid changes.

Measles often descends upon a 
community in epidemic proportions 
and in New York City, for ex­ 
ample, this is likely to take place 
on the even year*. In addition, the 
ailment la more prevalent in cold 
weather and, if it follows it* usual 
course, reaches ebb tide in Septem­ 
ber. Transmission occurs through 
direct contact with any one who is 
ill. The air surrounding the victim 
is contagious, more so if the child 
ha* been coughing. The bedcloth­ 
ing and dishes also carry the virus 
but the organisms do not live long 
in the open air As a result, it la 
virtually Impossible for a third party 
to acquire the disease from one 
wl lo has visited * patient In tha 
hospital or the home across tha 
street. 
Symptoms vary considerably but 
in a case that is running true to 
form fever develops on the tenth 
day after exposure. This I* the first 
sign of the malady nnd most moth­ 
ers think the little one is coming 
down with a cold. Twelve hours 
later, the eyes become inflamed and 
irritated and 12 hours from then 
nasal catarrh appears. These are 
not necessarily clews that measles 
Is in tile making and at thin stage 
there still la every ieas«»n to be­ 
lieve that a cold is responsible 
The physician, however, will look 
along the inside of the cheeks, op­ 
posite the first molars, for Koplik’s 
spot*: tiny light dot* surrounded 
by small red Inflamed halos. These 
lesions occur only In measles and 
develop from 36 to 48 hours ahead of 
the skin rash. All physicians look 
for them because, when discovered, 
the youngster can be isolated a day 
or two ahead of time. This means 
less contact for the child and 
fewer cases in the neighborhood. 


The rash comes last and. when 
It arises on schedule, usually makes 
it debut 14 days after the initial 
exposure. The eruption begins on 
the face and frequently behind the 
ears and spreads in a downward 
direction; by the third day the en­ 
tire body is covered. The lesions 
fade in the order of their appear­ 
ance and, as a rule, are gone with­ 
in five days. 
When recovery begins, it often 
proceeds rapidly. A father may bid 
goodbye to his ailing son or daugh­ 
ter in the morning when he leaves 
for work; on his return home at 
dinnertime the tot virtually will be 
cured. 
The 
temperature 
drops, 
catarrh begins to clear up, the mis­ 
erable feelings disappear, and ap­ 
petite returns. The older the child, 
the better the outlook. For this rea­ 
son, gamma globulin generally Is 
reserved for younger members of 
the family. This serum may not 
prevent the disease but will lighten 
its course.

Truman Makes Off-The-Record Plea For Tolerance; Byrd Refuses To Abuse 


Franking Privilege; Truman's Conference With Marine Commandant Not Cordial 


Says D REW PEARSO N 
WASHINGTON. — Sometimes th* 
President’* off-the-record remarks 
that never reach the papers are his 
bf ast. Those present thought this 
wa* the cb se when Truman address­ 
ed the Joint sr mint! of lite AFlrOtO 
laftl berk 
.speaking without note* and ob­ 
viously straight from the heart, the 
President made a plea for tolerance 
in wartime. 
To a considerable extent I* wax a 
historical speech. Tile President re­ 
viewed the different i»erlod* of hys­ 
teria which have gripped the coun­ 
try the Alien and Sedition Act in 
the early days of the republic, the 
Know-Nothing party, and Ku Klux 
Klanism. 
He pointed out that the Know- 
Nothing 
party 
had 
been 
anti- 
Mason. The Klan, he recalled, was 
first against the negro; then when 
revived in the 1920’s, against the 
Jew and the Catholic. 
These were evidences of intoler­ 
ance which did not truly represent 
the American people, he said, and 
he was absolutely confident that the 
good judgment of tho American 
people would always win out. 
The President did not mention the 
Mundt-Nixon Bill or the McCarran 
Bill, but it was obvious he had them 
in mind. For he referred to Con­ 
gressional witch-hunters who wave 
the American Flag while persecuting 
alien immigrants and trampling on 
the rights of loyal Americans. 
“This is the raw material of total­ 
itarianism," he said. 
While fighting the intolerance of 
totalitarianism, he emphasized, we 
must not take on the methods of 
totalitarianism. Recalling that to­ 
talitarian regimes had persecuted 
labor unions, religious groups and 
fraternal organizations, he pointed 
out that under the Alien and Sedi­ 
tion Act, naturalized citizens hardly 
dared say anything in public about 
the government for fear of being 
thrown in jail, and this, he inferred, 
might 
also happen 
under 
the 
Mundt-Nixon and McCarran bills. 


Free Lobbying Mail 
There was at least one senator 
who, though agreeing with the polit­ 
ical theories of lobbyist Edward 
Rumely and his committee for con­ 
stitutional government, refused to 
euchre 
the pubii out of extra 
money through abuse of the frank­ 
ing privilege. He is Sen. Harry Byrd 
of Virginia. 
Some senators, however, including 
Dick Russell of Georgia, did not 
object to the idea of using their tree 
mailing privilege to send lobbying 
propaganda for 
the

agent through the mails. 
Here a;e# interesting note

the letters of Homer Dodge, Wash­ 
ington representative, to his boss, 
Dr. Rumely, convicted of being an 
agent of the Kaiser in World War I: 
“Senator Russell was very cordial 
and will frank the Richberg state­ 
ment if necessary. He would rather 
not as he is up for election this 
year. He referred me to Senator 
Eastland «Mississippi) who also is 
up for election but who does not 
expect any labor votes and does not 
need any. I sincerely hope we can 
find a new senator in Mr. Eastland 
who will cooperate on extensions 
and {ranking, as in an election year 
especially, so many members of both 
houses appear to be terrified of 
charges of misuse of privileges. 
"Senator Byrd surprised me by 
saying there is a law against send­ 
ing franked envelopes out of Wash­ 
ington and he will not disregard it. 
He mentioned what he called diffi­ 
culty with the misuse of the frank 
by former Senator Burke. The mat­ 
ter of the Richberg extension is now 
back in Senator Eastland’s hands 
and he is to discuss it further with 
Senator Russell. All three, includ­ 
ing Byrd, think the address will be 
widely circulated.

Farewell To The Battalion

TOKYO. 
NE of the odder rules of war 
seems to be that all the good 
people are at the front and 
all the odious people are at 
higher headquarters. Besides the 
gratitude of the civilian to the fight­ 
ing man, the observer also feels 
curiously grateful to the men in the 
lines for their unvarying hospital­ 
ity. On leaving Korea for a few 
days, this reporter therefore pro­ 
poses to write a sort of bread and 
butter letter to the members of the 
1st Battalion of the 27th Infantry 
Regiment, who were his hosts for 
some time when they were brilliant­ 
ly winding up a very tough job. 
What makes a good battalion, is 
the letter’s theme. Wherein lies the 
secret of such a fighting team? “In 
the men themselves,” is the obvious 
first part of the answer. 
In the Isl Battalion, there is. for 
example, Capt. Logan E. Weston, 
now wounded, but lately commander 
of Able Company. When Able Com­ 
pany was attacked by a heavy force 
of night-infiltrating enemy infantry, 
Weston rallied his men. He rushed 
two enemy machine guns single­ 
handed and destroyed them with 
grenades. Although sorely hit, he 
continued to command the fight 
until ammunition ran short. Under 
heavy fire, he sought the ammuni­ 
tion bearer. Wounded again, he 
plunged back into the struggle. And 
only when the enemy fled at test, 
did he collapse from loss of blood. 
s< ore* Of Others 
Or there is Cpl. Arthur Prater, 
who got the Silver Star in tile bat­ 


talion’s first action for carrying 
rations and water to a company 
that was cut off. Prater has bad feet, 
but prefers staying with the outfit 
to accepting a medical discharge. 
Or there is Acting Supply Sgt. Ciur- 
ion Grigsby, who drove into the 
middle or an enemy armored column 
when he was bringing equipment 
from the rear. Grigsby seized a 
bazooka, leaped from tits weapons 
carrier and got a North Korean 
tank at ten yards range. 
Or there are many scores of 
others, in this small outfit of a few 
hundred, who are not so very dif­ 
ferent from those who have been 
named. At first, these men of the 
1st Battalion impress you as indi­ 
viduals, some clever, some 
less 
clever, some mature, some incredibly 
young, but almost all lean, hard, 
good 
tempered 
and 
businesslike 
about their task of fielding. Then. 
as you listen to the talk among 
them, you are struck by the way 
that shared experience knits them 
together. 
Of experience also, the 1st Bat­ 
talion ha* had a generous helping 
in only six short weeks. On that 
first day on the Waegwan front, 
when Prater got his decoration, the 
battalion was attacked by no less 
than 2,000 enemy infantry, moving 
forward 
in columns 
behind six 
tanks. Baker Company’s position 
was utterly overrun. The lead tank 
was halted almost at the entrance 
of the battalion command post. 
But the battalion stood firm and 
shot it out until the North Koreans 
ran; 
then rapidly regrouped 
to
